Then, if farmers unite upon a plan of 
systematic marketing, and effectually 
prevent gluts, no tobacco would lie 
sold below its actual value, plus a fair 
profit to the farmer. 

I Under present conditions every far¬ 
mer markets his tobacco without any 
idea as to what other farmers are d< - 
ing. and it often happens that some 
markets become overstocked, -and to¬ 
bacco, at that market, falls in price, 
while, in some other markets, exactly 
the same quality of tobacco is selling 
well. This has occurred frequently, 
and goes to prove that the prices 
placed uppn tobacco by buyers are not 
always real values. It also proves the

These stones 
are hewn from solid Indiana granite, 
are nicely carved, and the workman¬ 
ship ip far superior to that of the av¬ 
erage marble cutter. The stones were 
placed in position in Mr. Jdite’s lot in ( 
St. Joseph's cemetery, and present a 
; very unique appearance. The monu¬ 
ment intended to mark the designer’s 
last resting place is particularly novel. 
Carved upon it is the representation of 
the world; resting upon the globe is a 
closed book, which, with an inscription, 
forms a rebus, the solution being ‘ The 
, World is God’s Picture Book.” These 
stones are great curiosities and attract 
i many visitors to the cemetery to view 
them.

The zemstvo of Russia Is a historic 
institution, and collectively the xerast- 
i vos. since they exist in every district, 
inajr be considered the very citadel of 
Muscovite patriotism. They have in 
i part the characteristics of the New 
' England towu meeting and the county 
1 Boards or councils of all the states. No 
1 one has ever questioned the purity of 
1 motive of tiieir members. who are elect¬ 
ed by the people and serve without 
pay. or their devotion to the czar and 
the empire. As to the duties or pre¬ 
rogatives of the zemstvos there are 
two opinions. The advisemi and min 
lstem of the czar who hold the views 
of the late M. de Plehve would have 
them attend to purely local affairs and 
In that sphere lye as public spirited as 
they choose. On the other hand. M. de 
Witte always sought their co-operation 
In carrying out administrative reforms 
and urged them to speak their minds 
freely upon the condition of the peas¬ 
antry. 

The first contact of the Czar Nich¬ 
olas II. with the zemstvos was soon 
after his Inauguration, when he receiv¬ 
er! the hoinSge of his subjects. Rep¬ 
resentatives from all the zemstvos of 
all the ltusslas gathered in a spacious 
hall nnd presented addresses, one after 
another, in terms of laudation of the 
new ruler. One zemstvo—only one— 
tool the opportunity to hark back to 
the days of Alexander II. and express¬ 
ed the ueslest hope that the grandson 
of that liberal monarch would not re¬ 
strict his confidence wholly to the bu- 
reaucrncy. hut would let the voice of 
his people be heard through their 
chosen representative*, the zemstvos. 
At this suggestion the young autocrat 
turned wrath fully upon the whole as¬ 
semblage and. stamplug his foot, de¬ 
clared that they must forever renoance 
such chimerical notions, for be would 
hare none of them during his reign. 

In so far as lies In their power the 
zemstvos hare stpod between the com¬ 
mon people aud the oppresslre agents 
of the central government. During the 
present reign they have attempted to 
exercise the punishing power In local 
offenses, but this has been sternly 
overruled. Oue of the czar's advisers 
declared: ‘’Question* of the zematvo 
have no more to do with law courts 
than questions of family life. If a fa¬ 
ther may chastise his son severely 
without Invoking the help of the court* 
the authorities, local, provisional and , 
central, should be invested with sim¬ 
ilar power to Imprison.-'Hog and other¬ 
wise overawe or punish the |»eople " |

nnd whimsical power of un autocrat 
without recourse to or regard tor law
